BIOGRAPHIC IHFCSMATIOH 

Prior to the Soviet Invasion of Latvia In 19bO> BKRKIS was a member 
of the Latvian Air Force. The Soviets grounded him In 19^. When the 
Germans occupied Latvia In 19*H, BEEPS and others for med a r esistance 
group to aid the Germans. Under the German occupation BEEPS vaa with 
the La tvian Political Police Investigating Communist activity. In 19^3 
BKRK3B Joined the Latvian Legion of the German Luftwaffe and In 19^ 
was sent to Germany to continue his training. Towards the end of the 
war he crossed over Into Denmark. In 19^5 he was taken POW by the 
British end was sent to Schleswig-Holstein . 

RBCKUI3MBBT 

In 19^7 BKRKIS got his papers and vest to England as a refugee. 

In 19^9, BKHfCTS vent to nark in the coal mines in Coventry. Luring 
the summer of that year, BBHKXB was contacted by a man he had flown with 
in the Latvian Legion whose name was Rudolfs SXLARIS. SHARIS spoke to 
BKftKlfl of a resistance group which was possibly still operating inside 
Latvia. He further indicated to BKRKIS that he bad some unspecified 
connections with the British go ver nm en t and that the British were look- 
ing for candidates to fl y sup plies into this partisan group. SHARIS 
further Indicated that BKRKIS was under consideration for this Job and 
that t he Br itish were checking on his political affiliations. He a lso 
told BEEPS that the operation had been approved and that if RKSft Tfl 
were apprbved he would be sent to flying school. 

Several weeks later SHARIS visited BKRKIS and told BKRKIS that the 
British bad changed their plans. He vent on to say that before, they 
dropped supplies in, they must know what is going on inside Latvia, and 
that BKRKIS had been selected to do this. BEEPS agreed and SHARIS 
vest outside to bring In a British Intelligence contact. This contact 
turned out to be a nan called VICTORS who said that he (VICTORS) was a 
Latvian who had cooe to England before the last war and was now a British 
subject. ° 

VZCTGBS said It would be BKRKIS *s Job to go to Latvia for three to 
six months and then return to England. VICTORS also told him that he 
would go to school for six to eighteen months. bkrxtr nas told to quit 
his Job when he received a let ter and t o cocas to the address given in 
the letter. At this time VICTORS gave BEEPS enough money to corns to - 
London. A week later, he received the letter.

BERKS joined DLDIS and told what had happened* They were both

AMOIS had said it was all right to hitch rides with lorries and to give tips 
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,to the drivers, The next morning t hey started 'walking toward Kuldiga. 

’ After walking about ten kilceietera they met a loriyand got a ride* as 
far ae faldlg&o They left the lorry in tcro and asked the driver how 
much they owed his. The driver said, "Since yon are traveling by lorry 
you most know." They gave his ten rubles and he drove off, In Kuldiga 
they went to a coffee shop where they had a meal, a glass of beer and 
bought sane cigarettes. From there they walked south to Saidas. Traffic 
was casing in the opposite direction, and apprcadnately ten kilometers before 
Saldus they got a ride on a lorry carrying vegetables.' They left this 
lorry near the Saidas railroad station. They had 'planned to take a train 
Area Saidas to Riga. They inquired at the station about the scheduling 
and were told that the nextr train would not leave until the next day* They 
decided not to welt and waited on down the road towards Riga. After a 
while they met up with a fourteen year old boy driving a horse and baggy 
who offered them a ride. The boy told them that the basses ran early in 
the morning from Saldus to Jalgava. They could not slebp in any of the 
parts or other pieces in town because of the dogs. After thirty kilometers 
with the boy and the boggy, they found tbensclvee- a place to lie. down and 
go to sleep. It was really too cold to sleep so very early the next morn- 
ing the started walking again hoping to see the bus. Finally the bos 
one and they got on board. They asked the girl selling the tickets on 
the bus if the bay went to Jelgeve and she told than it did. TRIES paid 
at that 0 tlme« More passengers entered the bos along the road. They 
noticed that other passengers were baying tickets to Riga, When the 
tickets were collected, UUXTS and BKRKXS asked for tickets to Riga, 

The conductress said that they had requested tlotets for Jelgevn and 
they replied that they did not know that the bus went to Riga. The bos 
remained In Jelgava for one half hour and they saw that Jfelgava was 
completely destroyed. There wen a large number of passengers in Jslgava 
who wasted to go to Riga and only those passengers who had special papers 
(travel permits) could go, 

ARRIVAL Ig RIGA J 

On the bth or 5th of November they arrived Riga. Since it was the 
Russian Revolutionary Day they found the streets full of soldiers and 
militia men. They were afraid of a document check, point bat did not ease 
across ary.

TAGS AMD JAH30KS 

Once JAHS089 bought soma vodka end stayed longer then usual, 

BERZAJR cone home before JjUjSOjjS l eft and came into the rocm and 
started touring with then. He opened the drawer in the dresser and 
saw the two boxes containing the V/T set. Although ho could not set 
what was inside, the boxes he did see the W/T hey, When JAK50H3, 
left BEREA JS said, *1 thought only TAGS would etna here, I don*t 
•know what you are doing but donft get me into trouble, 0 TAGS had 
told BKRflAJS later that he himself could not cone so he had given the 
kqy to JAHSC85, ffiRZAJS did not say that TAGS was the brother of 
JAKSOOS, as a Batter of fact, EERZAJS acted as If he had never seen 
JA3S0KS before 0 During their discussions with TAGS, TAGS said 
- he had been deported together with his parents to Siberia and he bad 
escaped and returned to Riga, There he met his brother again and worked 
in the resistance, TAGS said further that nothing bed could happen 
to fain, only that he could be sent back to Siberia, He said that he 
bad burled his mother In Siberia after she had died of typhus, fib 
said that people were afraid to help him so he had to dig the grave 
himself, and that he was very weak, & had to pull her to the grave 
and bury bar without a coffin. He was ill himself and still has scars 
on his legs to show for his experienced in Siberia, 

A short time later BERGS received a message from British that they 
would send more money and asked BERGS for an address to send it to, 
JAHSOHS arranged with BERGS to send the address of the place where he 
had Ms W/T set on Tomsona Iela, JAKSONS wrote on a piece of paper a 
list of . vegetables and fruits. He tore this piece of paper in half 
giving one part to BERGS and the other part to the man in Tomsona Iela, 
After a while the contact at Tcnsona Iela said that something had gone 
wrong with the courier and that he did not knew whether the courier had 
gotten caagfat or what had happened to his. This turned out to be the 
courier with the package. Quite a while later after BERGS had Joined * 
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the Partisans in the woods the British asked bin via W/T for a now 
address to deliver a package to, bat JAHS0N3 never gave him another 
address o 

located as they were in Riga, BERGS and OIDIS ran out of sonsy 
and found that they could not operate. JAHSGNS said that he would try 
to contact the Partisan leader and arrange for BERGS and UIBIS to 
Join the Partisans In the forest. 

Shortly after JAH30NS met with a man known as MASSIS and arranged 
for BERGS to meet MASSIS in a public park in Riga* TJUES did sot 
want to caoe to this nesting since be was afraid to travel without 
documents* B2RGS net K&KSXS in the park and JAHSONS introduced them 
and left. HA3CSIS seemed to be very happy to sec ffiRGS and to have 
established contact with the Vest. Be said that he would have BERGS 
join one of his best Partisan groups* 9 b emphasised that the main 
thing was that the Partisan groups are the only anted power in the 
resistance and that they oust look after these people to help than 
survive until the right moment arrises. MAJE3IS said that they must 
be extreme ly careful with BERGS 1 V/T seta since it might be dangero us 
for the gr o u p. Ha told BERGS about the discipline and that BERGS 
and BUSS must do as the leader of the group commands. He further 
in stru cted BERGS that he must use hie W/T set as little as possible. 
MUSIS said that be would arrange for the journey to join the Partisan 
and. that he would accompany them. Before he left he said that JARS OSS 
would infom BERGS and UU2IS later of their Instructions, fen to 
fift een minutes later BSRGS met JAH30MS once again. They returned to 
v&Bp.fkJR p lace and told ULUIS the news. 

J0IMI1P THE PARTISAN 

After a week or two, JAK30B3 cam back and add that everything was 
set and that a lorry was waiting. TAGS would help than carry the 
equipment. JAK308S followed them in the street. They met the lorry 
and fbund that MISSIS was not there but another man was in his place. 
This turned oat to be c iRZAIS who was from the Partisan group. M&ZAXS 
asked about pistols and was told that they did not have aqy. MAZAIS 
said that he had a passport in ease of a document check. If BERGS 
was asked to show his passport, be was to fumble and then MAZAIS would 
firm and then BSRGS would fire with s gun that he would be given. 
aUHS had no pistol. They got os board the lorry and hid under the 
tarpaulin. Ho checks were made during the trip* At on place the lorry 
stepped and the driver got out and bought a bottle of vodka. They went * 
fron Riga to a spot near futame, for a rends* vous* They traveled on a 
new road going from Riga to Tukoes* * The lorry stopped on a road in the 
woods. The driver got out, walked about twenty yards into the woods 
with MAZAIS and both whistled a melody* A short time later there was 
an answering melody and after & few minutes the Partisans cams out* 

The entire Partisan g r o up came to meet the lorry except for XOBS. The 
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g ro u p helped carry their gear and they finally arrived at the camp 
and drank vodka* The following day they unpacked* While they were 
unpacking the M/t set, one of the Partisans g ro u p who had the cable 
that went from the battery to the eat noticed that the clip on it 
still had a tag parked "Made In England** When BERGS pas in Germany, - 
JAJSS and BERGS had gone over the equipment and tried to remove all 
the labels* Once again the Partisans became very ouch afraid of 
BERGS using this set and the Partisan group aade BERGS and ULDIS 
Walk several mile© from the camp every time they had to use it*

that close* The Partisan group later agreed that BERGS did not have

PGKA had an old German Amy receiver which was not working since 
the. tubes had gone bad* Be said "that before he had joined the Partisan 
group, his parents were deported to Siberia, He had worked in Riga in 
the VFI factory* After his family was deportee^ he joined the Partisan 
group*. During his stay in Riga ho joined a Russian Radio Amateur Club 
and learned, W/T« He claimed that he had forgotten W/r and he thought 
it would be a good Idea if RERG3 wore to teach him so that in case 
anything happened to H5RGS contact would not be Interrupted^ Since 
BERGS had a pair of spare head phones he trained PGKA and PtHKA 
listened la on the spare £hone on. each contact. that BERG8 had*. Ho 
very rapidly priced op W/T and turned out to be a good operator* BERGS 
told the British of this and asked British permission for PUCKA to do r 
the met contact* The British agreed and he worked the next contact* r 
The British said that he was a goodoperator and after that they asked 
details of where PGKA had learned W/T* They appeared quite pleased 
with PtU KA, After this, the British sent BERGS a security check to 
give to PtUKA* Afterwards, PGKA and BERGS' took turns sending messages 
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PARTISAN SUSPICIOUS CP BEEPS AND ULDIS 

When they lint joined the Partisan group, the group was very 
suspicious of BERPS sod UUDIS. Tbs leader of the group, OARAIS, 
said that "Although you both elaia to come from the Wert we almost 
don't bell ewe it." He said that at one tine in Lithuania the EneMam 
droppe d parachuters to join the Partisan* and gmwa^thes equipment 
Bade In England* BERPS and UUttS at this point became somewhat 
apprehensive. The group that they were with never let their gun? out 
Of their hands and BKRKIS felt that they night be shot at any tins* 

Once, returning from a contact, UHH$ (who was about liO in 19li9) was 
eery tired and fell a little behind* the gro up bad to welt for h±a</ 

BSRPS told OAR ATS be should not nind waiting since DUES was an older man* 
After re turn ing to camp, they had sene pure alcohol to drink* OARAIS 
said he had gotten the alcohol from a doctor Mend of his* OARAIS 
took EERPS aside and said "Tou (BERKIS) said that tTUJIS was older than 
you, but UIDIS says that you are older than be, someone is lying* What 
is the truth?" OARAIS requested BERPS to tell hint how old he was* 

BERPS said that U12XCS had told him (BSRPS) that ha was forty years 
old* OARAIS bad the two confront each other and asked UUJIS what his 
age was and RUES said forty* Finally OARAIS appeared to be satisfied* 
KAKSIS took BERPS aside and told BSRPS not to nind OARAIS after a few 
drinks* Later on OARAIS became wore friendly* 

BERPS and UUES volunteered for guard duty hut OARAIS did not 
penal t this* Hen from the gro up often vent to get food and said that 
thqy had a hiding place where they kept the food* Purpose was to save 
the cache* They newer let UUDIS or BERPS see where this cache was* 

They claimed that It was guarded all the tine* BERPS asked for an 
address in esse of an emergency where they could haws a rendezvous* 
and HASPS refused to give bin one, saying that they would look after ? 
his safety* 

A message was received from the base station in England requesting V 
a place wber* they night deliver money or other materials* Instead 
of an address, HSRPS and OARAIS went into the woods to find a place* 

OARAIS suggested that the British send gold or watches and after 
BERPS and OARAIS found the place for a cache they transmitted this to 
the base station* After some time a message was received, Mm the 
British which said that they had put the package down in some other place 
near IRLAVA* The British gars a poor description of the place* Included 
in the British description was a bridge and when it was requested that 
they pinpoint the bridge, the British said that they could not give ary 
better description* They (the Partisan group) went to IRLAVA and 
checked several bridges but claimed rawer to have found the cache* 

It was April 1950 when BERPS joined the Partisans* In August 1950 : 
(during the Korean War) KAKSIS suggested that BERPS return to England 
since World War III might be in the m&JdLcg and that BERPS should go 
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beck for purposes of planning partisan and guerrilla action* BSREIS 
seat a message to the British about this and they said it ess not 
possible for BEREIS to return to England at this time* 

HEW PARTISAN (SLOOP 

Da September 1950 BEREIS net another Partisan grou p* In this 
camp he Used an aerial and prepared a place to fix in a hand generator 
to charge the batteries* Everyone took tarns cranking the generator 
a half hour each day* One day they heard a noise near the oanp while 
they were charging the battery* While investigating the noiaa, they 
saw son people approaching them* The Partisans claimed that these 
were JOB people* Peter, the leader of this Partisan group. Immediately 
put up his hands* Partisans who were under cover held guns on the 
HOB gro up * The HOB personnel fra the other side cowered the Partisan 
group. Discussion between the leaders proved that they were not MOB 
bat another Partisan group that was on the run and who had s tr a ye d 
aoray from tbelr territoxy, 

QUttS, KAZAI3 and BERETS left the cop on GARAXS* orders* They 
went through the woods five to six miles away, stayed overnight and 
AZATS mads arrapgnsnts to meet the following day* 

STAT IN THE OAHSKESPEBS B0U5B 

In 1950 between Christmas and New Tears, the group went to live in 
the gamekeeper's boose in Zamlte. The house was occupied by VAEBIS 
(ttfe gamekeeper) who was a friend of GARAIS? 0 The four people fra the 
Partisan group who went to live there were BERETS, UZDI3, PUIEA and 
GARAXS, The others in the Partisan group went to live in a place 
unknown to BBHS* 

About three months after they moved in there, the gamekeeper 
brought back a rumor to them that in the District where the British 
c l ai med to have put down a package that the road was being repaired 
and that ease vetches end gold were found* The workers who found the 
package argued among themselves whether or not to sell then* The MSB 
heard about this and arrests followed* 

Fra VALDIS* bouse FUIKA operated the V/T set and BBREI3 wrote 
Q/W letters as well concerning plans that they were now I n a position 
to arrange and organise a sea operation* In VALDIS 1 house, the group 
met several times with MAXSIS* It was there that MISSIS made arrangements 
tor a doctor (who BEREIS says he thought at the time was not a doctor 
at all) to see BEREIS* Later BEREIS told MAE5IS that it was a waste 
of time and It was then that MABSIS confessed tha t he had not really 
been a doctor but had seme medical knowledge* KAESXS said that since 
he could get no real dotor he arranged for this man to come* 
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It was In VAIA5IS* house that the previous gas>ekeeper bad been 
shota VAIAHS said that the shooting had occurred over an affair , 
oon ceml ng a woman* Some of the beldngings of the former gamekeeper 
were still left In the house* Whenever VALBIS left the house, which 
was quite often, it was Harasses? for the occupants to remain completely 
quiet so that they would not be discovered there. Seme times people 
cams and knocked on tha door and BBRK I B and the other Partisans who ware 
there became perturbed* They discussed this with M1XSIS who suggested 
that PUIKA be given MA2AXB’ passport and that VAXJXCS go to the local 
Coenunlst Party Ccmnlttee with the passport and say that PflIKA Is a 
student from Riga whooe nerves are shot and that he would live with 
VALOIS for a wtdle Q Ode meant that PtJIKA could answer the door when 
people pane end knocked on the door* . Huy of the people who knocked 
on the door of the gamekeepers horns, were persons who were interested 
in obtaining the old gamekeepers belongings. One time someone cams 
and taoeted on the door* PtJIKA did not open the door, be said to coos 
back later when VAIDIS was herns* The people outside said that they were ■ 
from the Cceamnist Party Ccremittee and that he must let them in* * He did 
not do this and the gr oup did not like the situation so thay decided to 
leave and retort to the woods* This episode was Easter time 19$lo 

The group ran oat of m o n ey* At this tins GARAIS got some news 
that a osar by fisherman's kolkhose would have a salary delivery* 

BSPS sold that he would help in the hold-up but GABAIS said that he . 
co ald not let him do this without permission from MISSIS * GARAIS asked 
MASSES concerning this and received permission, BBMDCS assisted in 
the hold-up which consisted of disarming a guard and stealing the 
10,000 rubles. This took place on a road near Elapfcilra which la on 
the coastline near Tuktsos. Their camp was located seven kilometers 
from that point* . A short time later they got the news that the MJB 
was doing a house search nearby and that they had arrested the Militia 
nan Involved and they were investigating the incident o Tb» JOB at 
that time did not go searching through the woods*

In April 1$50 M&ESIS said that he could make arrangements for 
BERKJ3 to return to England* He said it was possible to use a fishing 
vessel near VeatspUo, taxing April and May of this year BBRKIS had 
many W/T contacts with the British regarding this operation and the 
British finally agreed to meet the fishing vessel with a speedboat* 

Before this operation took place, (in 1951}, sene time at the end of . . 
April, KAXSIS gave BERETS .the address of seme aafehousea near the 
coastline* One of these oaf chouses which they were later to use was 
occupied by a woman whose Christian nemo was Silvija* BERKIS sent the 
exact location, the passwords and the names to the British* 
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When the British requested saf ©houses, the Partisans figured that 
the British were finally laying preparations for the operation to take 
place sometime daring spring or autumn* This operation v&aat the 
suggestion of MAKSIS who wanted money, arms, etc*, for the Impending 
war* After the British agreed to the operation, they asked ffiRGS to 
take with him another friend from the resistance— one of the leaders 
preferably* He told this to MAKSIS and suggested that he himself 
com* MAKSIS said that this was impossible and he suggested that 
GARAIS go* BERGS was not pleased with tills because QARAIS was only 
a leader of one of the Partisan groups* BERGS wanted one of the 
higher ups from Riga to go* MAKSIS said it was very difficult to 
arrange anything like that and said that QARAIS was the one man that 
could go* 

ARRIVAL OF PETERS Jf 

In Ap ril 1951, PETERS arrived* BERGS was sleeping in a bunker 
when PETERS arrived and he recognised him at once. PETERS and BERGS 
were good friends from England* PETERS said that his landing operation 
was not a good one and that he had lost a man In the operation* The 
others who came In were TCMS, a Latvian) AUGUSTS, alec « Latvian) and 
GUSTAVS, who was an Estonian* GUSTAVS was the man they had lost* 

They ware issued instructions by the British to part immediately 
after the landing* PETERS and .GUSTAVS were to go to the s&fehouse 
provided by MAKSIS* . GUSTAVS could not speak any Latvian* The area 
was flooded after they buried their gear* They landed on the coast 
just to the left of Kuldiga, not too far from the place where BERGS 
himself had landedo Before crossing the main road along the ooastllne 
they buried their gear mar the shore* They had to cross the Usava 
river and found that the entire district via flooded. They oro&sed 
the river after burying their gear and by this time it was marly 
light* After crossing the woods, they found that there was apparently 
some activity going on there because they saw a flashlight. They 
crossed in a hurry and went through the woods to try to make the 
safehoose* 

PETERS and AUGUSTS were tired, cold an d wet and found that they 
could hardly walk* Finally they found a bouse and they were in such 
bed condition they thought they would use their gum, stloknp the 

occupants, take dry clothes, and perhaps get some help. PETERS i$as 

as confused and frightened as was GUSTAV* The Wo started walking 
in the direction of the house. Before reaching the bouse GUSTAVS 
turned around and ran in the opposite direction and PETERS waved for 
him to cone back* Against instructions GUSTAVS did n ot listen and 
con tinue d running away* This was the last that PETERS saw of GUSTAVS* 
As PETERS, was walking toward the house a man came oat and PETERS asked 
him for help and dry clothes. The house was occupied by the man who 
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bad cam oat and Russian ftlltia nan who was not at hone at that o 

Um, Tba nan helped bln In am tarn for which PETERS gate bin 800 

rubles* Tha man also helped him cross ©war the river* Proa there PETERS 
went to the safehouse where he net MAKSIS* MAKSIS told him at that 
time that G0STAB5* body had been found and that be had drowned in 

the river* PETERS told BERETS that he had cone to Latvia the earns 

way that TOPS had* that la from Bhs fdrda in the same speedboat* 

Three to five days after his landing PETERS arrived at the banker 
where TOPS was* BERETS sent bade a message to the British that 
OUBTAVS hsd died and that PETERS had Joined Urn* MAXSIS told BKRKIS 
that tens of him people in the district had said that no dootnoan&s 
had been found on OBSTAJS* body* Thi s was also told to the British* 

Later MAKSIS made arrangements to get PETERS* and G03TA VS* gear* 

COSTA VS* radio and money were found In his knapsack when be drevnsdV

resistance group was operating In Riga* 

'fc AOOOSTS who accompanied PETERS and was one of the four men who 
landed idth him was a representative of the resistance group operating 
In Riga, who had been sent Sweden In a fishing weasel 0 Be landed 
in Sweden In a robber dinghy which left from the fishing vessel* ' The 
British contacted AUGUSTS in ^Sweden and took him to England. AUGUSTS 
was accepted as a representative of thij Riga resistance g ro u p and the 
British ware quite satisfied with him, .gave him training and then 
re«dlapatohad him* 

TOMS was sent . out with GUSTAVS as hie WA operator «, People said 
that because OUSTATO was «gnt out the British recognised that there 
vas a resistance group operating in Riga and that beeaxsse, GUSTAVS 
agreed to recognise SILARXS. in London as the resistance movement ' 
representative further recognition by the British was given**

PETERS gave instructions to BERKS that he was to finish his 
relationship with JAHSOHS and have no farther contact with his since 
JABS0R3 was working with tba Swedes* After PETERS met with BERKIS, 

BERKS mat with MA KSTS in tba genskomper’s house* Present at that 
meeting w ere PETERS , GAR AXS, MAKSIS and BERKS* PETERS gavn HAB5IS 
his Instructions* PETERS also gave a letter from 2ARAHIS (the counsel 
In London) to MISSIS and everyone was quite pleased* PETERS also 

s aid that he had instructions for MAKSIS to go to Riga and operate. .. 

PETERS brought 70,000 rubles with him for their heeds and also brought - 
radio type beacons for guiding shore landing parties. He had no in* 
structions how to use this equipment. He brought BHUQS hew V[/T plans, 
codes, broadcast plans, and S/W carbon sheets. - 
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Nay 1951 was & busy time since the speedboat operation which 
was supposed to carry GABAI8 and BSBKlSvaa about to take place. 

PKTSRB had carried acne plana with hie concerning this operation 
and '& great deal of V/f traffic vaa being sent back and forth In 
order to couplets the plana in tine. Agreement vaa finally reached 
with the British via V/T and BBRJCIS and his group ves t to a spot 
somewhere near Veutsplls. Arrangements were made for 823KXS and 
QARAXS to board *a fishing vessel In the river below Ventsplls. 

J ust before BSSKXS cane out with QABAXS the British asked 
BEHKXS to obtain sane passport samples. HAKBX8 managed to get 
3 Russian passports. These were passed on to the British and the 
British later forged false passports on the baa la of these. MAKSIfl 
also sent out work certificates and blanks. 

Before the operation took place, they all net In a house near 
the river bank. KIXSXS arranged for a lorry and HHKA came along 
as the V/T operator and together with MAKHXB they all net at the 
house, this house was occupied by one Ells KABCXJUV1C8, Veataa 
Padomes BufcUl. The house was also occupied by Klla’s haaband who 
worked on a Russian kolhoxe. The group hid In a bam and fixed their 
antenna since they had to use the w/t set for final arrangements. 
GARAI 8, who was supposed to return, did not cone. FOXXA accompanied 
B8BKI8 In the lorry. QARAIS showed up a few days later. Much later 
the British said that at this tine GARAXS was In Ventapils getting his 
final instructions from the NOB. Final arrangements concerning the 
sailing were made and Instructions were given by the British how to 
use the radio beacon. 

Before they boarded they saw MAKSXS and he said that OABAlS knows 
exactly what to do and to say and what to request from the British. 

This was the first time that MftKSXS aade mention of the fact that 
GARAXS knew of the seven Partisan groups. BKHKXS figured that there 
were approximately 10 people in each. BffigS did not know that ha 
would have to hide in the boat; he thought that ha would be one of 
the crew members. MAKSIB bad told them that the flsberamn bad to 

go to Ventepils and from there to Psrllosta share he would fetch 

so me flshlsg nets. _ The fishermen arranged things so that the second 
fishermen be normally carried with hla would: not go with Mm. The 
plan was to go straight vest from Fenfcspils fifteen miles out to meet 
the speedboat. Arrang e m en ts had been made that if the speedboad were 
not met the first night, they would not return to the harbor but would 
spend the time at eea, and try to roodesveus the next night at the same 
time. 
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Oase again they started to prepare far the new exfiltration. ■ * 

Many messages were sect and received via v/T. BBRKI3 remembers that 
more than 40 massages alone were received. Hie once received five or . 
more messages In one broadcast which took nearly four hours. They 
were slow speed of about 10 group* a minute and they repeated each 
message twice. BE8KXS sent over 90 messages to the base station. 

JAMBS had agreed if they reached message number 100 that he was to . * 
re-start his numbering system. When BE8KZ8 reached approximately 
90 messages, the base station told them to start nuaberlng his messages

When BKRKIS was in Latvia, 
the other Portisanst^idently kept^from him the fact LEONS was living 
legally in Riga. When LEONS arrived In England he Joined BKRKIS at the 
school which was located at 111 Old Church Street in Chelsea, London-. 

They had a whole house to themselves. 

„ During LEONS stay in . England, they received a message that the 
Estonian B&CRZJ&E was caught by the Russians in January 1953 and they 
did not know whether he died or not.

IMANTA was. one of the brains of the resistance movement 
and SILERAIS said he knew IMAB2A yell^and said that he had been a high 
ranking Latvian Army officer. SILERAIS and LEONS had meetings with 
ZARIHS in London. LBOBS, SILERAIS add LARINS worked out '-hot war plans 
Jih London. Thebe were, instructions that the resistance and Partisan 
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groups would follow In case of war. It included the pick up of pilots 
who had been shot down, the arrangement of agent networks, and plans . on 
the politics of Latvia after Latvia was liberated. The British were 
Included in these discussions. They reached /agreements In principal that 
all the power would be' in the hands of the Partisan groups until the 
refugees returned from other countries and it became possible to elect 
. another government. They all agreed that ZARIRS would be the. assistant : 
president until election. They signed an agreement with the British, to 
this effect, with ZARX5S, L8D8S, SILERAIS, and "UHCLB," vho was the BIS , 
Chief, also signing. These plans were sent v in with LEONS when he went 
back in. BERKIS assisted in writing this document. 

A .short time after LEONS discussion with ZARIKS and the others, he 
was sent to the American Jung? school (sic). It was also about this same 
time that SHJStAIS told BERKIS that the British wanted to reach an agree - 
q. sent with the Americans and that ALBAJCI8 was sent to the American training 
J!k*A center in London (sic) together with an unknown Lithuanian . ALBANIS, LE053 
. and the Lithuanian were supposed to be dropped Into Latvia via air. In 

order to account for his year in England, LEONS 1 cover story was to be that 
he was away to Moscow, for studies for the year. LEONS * wife was still in 
Latvia. Originally LEONS had only wanted to st^y 'for six months . SILERAIS 
■ said that the Americans were not in a position, t^ dropfaupplies utilising 
the beacon, but were only, able to fly^into a. certoin district and drop 
supplies in their own fashion. SILERAIS felt that : this was not a good 
idea since they could get caught doing it.

operation was a sea operation. A message was sent to MAKSIS asking his 
opinion.

SILERAIS told BSRKI3 that they could not reach agreement for 7 working 
for the Americans. However, SILERAIS sent RUMBA, fnu (a dentist) to the' 
American Consulate to ask for aid since he felt that the British might not 
be telling the truth and that they were not getting enough money and support ! 
from the English* Finally, SILERAIS told BERKIS that the English said that 
the Americans wanted only to give money and to do no work leaving all the 
support mechanism to the English and that the Americans wanted to receive the 
entire take. . . < . ■ 

BERKIS advised LBG9S3 not to return to Latvia via an air operation or 
' overland through Finland or Germany, but only to utilize the sea operation. 

On 11 September 1953 LEONS went beck to Latvia with ALBANIS the Lithuanian, 
and ALBERTS the Estonian. Out of Latvia came HUGO, the Latvian; B&RXXS was . 
again on the roving team acting as coxswain. They utilized the same Tending 
place they had previously. When BERKIS went in on the share to get HUGO out’, : 
he met with FIRSTS who told BERKIS that HUGO was mentally sick; and to be very 
careful. As a natter of fact, HUGO did become mentally sink and was sent to 
a mental institution. He was there for two or three months. HUGO had spent 
all , his time in Latvia with the Partisan group. Although HUGO did not appear 
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to be extremely, ill, he had the same symptoms that GARAIS had previously. 
Tor exa raple, he tried to get a gun on the boat- After HUGO came out of 
the mental institution in England, the British sent him to a veterans 
training school in order to learn a trade. Following this training he got. 
a Job and did not engage in intelligence work any longer, PETERS was also 
sent to training at the veterans school and be got a job later as a 
draftsman. " s 



GRAUDINS, a former Latvian air force captain and former squadron 
leader during the war, arranged for SILEBAIB to recruit ARSIS and VALTERS 
who were working in a Latvian military transport guard uhit in Gera&ny. 
GRADDIBS was also the man who was on the speedboat on the first unsuccessful 
attempted pick up of BERKIS. 



ARSIS came from Germany on 12 February 1953 and was proceeded by VALTERS. 
BKRKIS trained them both. During one of these operations met GRAUD1B3 
in Hamburg. Thia c meeting was arranged through JOBS. BEHKLS thanked rsRLimms. 
for making the attasnpted pick up. 

Some time in February BB9QB heard from SILERAIS and JOHH that something 
had gone wrong with tCCKCEE.’ 




When PETERS bad previously come to Latvia with TOMS, AUGUSTS, and GUSTAVS, 

HKRKIS heard that AUGUSTS was a representative from the second resistance group 
In Riga and that this group lived mostly legally in Riga and that RQB3ST3 was 
their leader . TOMS and AUGUSTS went to Riga when they landed and TOMS acted as 
W/T operator. .<{. This group had no connections whatsoever with 'the MAKSI3 or IMAHTA 
organisation. They had their own equipment, radios etc. On 25 November 1952 % 

a message was received that a V/T operator named TOMS and his assistant had ."y 

been shot by the Soviets. They operated the W/T set In an empty house which was * 
guarded on the outside by two guards. These two guards were evidently not able ? 

to warm TONS and his assistant in time. VALDIS during some of the discussions 
he had with HKRKI8 said that the Partisans had liquidated the two guards who .* 
were guarding the house where TOMS and his assistant were shot, that the guards 
were derelict In their duty. This /was part of the operation that TOMS and. his 

assistant were operating the w/T set /in the , empty boose.

In February 1952, SILERAIS got a message that ULDIS bad died. ULDIS- was 
at that time living with the gamekeepcr^iLDIS . ULDIS had previously complained 
that something vaa wrong with his appendix. MAK3XS sent the aesshge that ULDIS 
died of~ acute appendicitis; SILERAIS also told BERKI3 that . the ROBERTS group 
in Riga was asked to go to Russia end get some water samples from some of the 
rivers where It was suspected the Russian atomic tests were being held. This 
river was supposedly located ini the ^middle of Russia. ROBERTS agreed,. that 
AUGUSTS would (so and get theke ^wter "samples. October 1952, when LECR3 came 
out, an agreement was reached via v/T where the ROBERTS group would deliver the 
water* MAKSIS^himaelf was supposed to deliver it or when LEOBS went back, into 
Latvia the group would deliver it to the group that was delivering LBOftS. In' 
any event, the water was delivered. Much later SILERAIS told BKRKIS that some- 
thing was wrong or scmething was funny with the water and that the English 
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laboratory testa had shown that the water contained son peculiar type of - 

chemicals that ordinary people could not purchase (ale). The British and 
. the Latrlan group that knew about it were very pussled regarding the water 
/. stapling. 

CPEBATIOB ZQDIACA 

The next operation took, place on 29 September 195b and vaa named 
Operation ZQDIAGA. This was the first operation that was to use an out- 
board actor to get from the speedboat to the share. Ev e ry on e was worried 
regarding the Soviet Radar station a nd the British did not want the speed- 
boat to get too* close to the shore. BEHCLS spent some tine In Portsmouth . . 

. with Senior Lt. RICHARDS In conjunction with the British Hairy testing the 
, equipment with out-board motor s. 8 enlor Lt. RICHARDS and BERCB were 
eccoapanled by the Estonian KEMDKDS for this operation. Later the 
Portsmouth yards produced for them miniature receivers for homing beat ona 
end Tagl aerials far honing on the target shore. Also developed for them 
was a radio telephone for purposes of keeping In touch with the speedboat. 

They had trouble with the compass on the boats at the Portsmouth Bevy 
yard and found that the compasses didn't work because of the magnetic 
. field from the motor and the fuel tanks. They tried differ en t ways to 
^silence the engine. The British Insisted that the speedboat stay 15 
miles off shore in legal waters. 

Bo one vent in os this operation hut they did take out VALDXS (not 
the gamekeeper). He was the r e pre s entative from the second resistance 
m ov e m en t la Riga* the ROBERTS group. The same pick up place was used as 
previously. VALDXS west back Inside 20 November 195^. When VALDXS came 
out the British shoved some suspicions con c e r ning the entire situation. 

They felt that things were not running right. VALDXS mss taken to London /< 
to a saffefcouse and Interrogated. The British did not let SILERAIS, SCRKXS 
or a ay other Latvian, Lithuanian, or Estonian, see him. BILKRAI3 was 
very annoyed at this and came to the school and told BEBX23, VALTERS, and 
ROBERTS that he was about to finish everything with the British. 3XLRRAI3

SHJSRA1S said that they had so news from MAX8X8 and that 
something was wrong there also and they also had no news from ROBERTS. 
3XL88AX8 wrote again later that everything was finished. Conditions 
he Mid were such that one can no longer centime to work* VALTERS 
and RICHARDS were to return to elvlllan life and 81UEBAXS said he had 
orders for BHWlfl to return to England to be civilianised.
